**Punishment for contempt of court is the 
most summary and arbitrary exercise of au- 
thority under the English and American 
judicature. It is the reserve power inherent 
inevery court of general jurisdiction to 
punish by fineor imprisonment, inorder to 
maintain its dignity and enforce its com- 
mands; a power which is absolutely essen- 
tial to the proper conduct of courts of 
justice. 

Te exercise of the power lies solely 
in the diréction of the judge before whom 
the contemptis committed, and will not be 
examined or re-examined by any other 
court, except when the proceedings are so 
grossiy defective as to bevoid. The only 
other remedy, according tothe English and 
more generally received American doctrine, 
for any error, injustice, abuse of discretion, 
oppressive or corrupt conduct on the part of 
the judge of a court of the superior order, is 
by resort to an impeachment Defore the 
Legisiature.’ The deprivation of this 
authority would render the courts impotent; 
its misuse would make them tyrants. It is 
therefore equally important to preserve the 
power and to prevent its abuse. 


Mr. Allen then compared with the Gross- 
cup-White and the Jenkins orders that of 
Judge Thayer of St. Louis in the Elliott case, 
wherein the court qualified the otherwis.

And Dishorest Legislators Arraigned by 
Judge Storey. 


SARATOGA, N. I., Aug. 23.—The following 
. an abstract of the address delivered by 
Judge Moorfield Storey before the American 
Bar .agscciation in this city to-day on the 
subject: The American Legislature. 
Judge Storey spoke, in part, as follows: 


Changes are taking places in our theories 
of Government which we cannot afford to 
ignore. When we remember the wonderful 
exhibition at Chicago which crowned the 
civilization of four hundred years and con- 
trast the splendid prospect upon which our 
eyes rested a year ago with the scenes of 
bloodshed and conflagration in the same eity 
during the conflict whose echoes are even 
no ringing in our ears, we may well inquire 
what the change means. 

Every observer of our political history 
during the last twenty years must have been 
struck with the change which has; taken 
place in the attitude of our people toward 
the fundamental principles of our Govern- 
ment.

The only safe policy upon which an of- 
ficial can proceed is enunciated by Excise 
Commissioner Bellin his notice that the 
law forbidding the sale of intoxicating 
liquors to minors will be enforced. Every 
law on the statute book should be en- 
forced. 

But aside from this invariable official 
duty the reasons for this law and for its 
enforcement will commend themselves 
with convincing force to the great mass of 
right-thinking citizens. The disregard of 
the law in the free use of children 
for the purpose of getting beer 
breaks down all the legal safeguards to 
prevent the demoralization of the young 
by frequenting public saloons and indulg- 
ing in intoxicants. The child who has the 
unrestricted privilege of buying at a 
saloon for its elders soon learns that it can 
buy for itself. 

But the mere warning should be suf- 
ficient to secure the ‘general observance of 
the law. The practice of sending children to 
the saloons is due in the majority of cases 
to thoughtlessness. Calling attention to 
the demoralising influences and dangers 
to which it subjects them will doubtless 
be sufficient to restrain the majority of 
parents, guardians and relatives who have 
been guilty of it from further offense. In the 
case of those whose moral obliquity will not 
permit them to see the effects of this lazy 
practice the enforcement of the law will 
be a fair act of protection for the children.

WHY THEY AGREED TO DIB. 
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Letters Revealing the Cause ef the New 
York Central Park Tragedy. 


New York, Aug. . — he remains of Julius 
de Marcus, the murderer and suicide, were 
buried by his relatives to-day. The letters 
found on the bodies of De Marcus and his 
Willing victim, Mrs. Juliette Fournier, show 
that both had agreed to die by the hand of 
De Marcus in the secluded spot in Central 
Park where their bodies were found last 
Tuesday morning. 

Dr. Marcus was a single man of No. 58 East 
Broadway, and his victim and willing part- 
ner in the crime, Juliette Fournier, was the 
wife of Henry Fournier, a decorator of No. 
854 South Fourth street, Brooklyn. In letters 


written by both It was stated that they were 
Gesperately in love and could not separate, 
and so determined to dle together, 

The young woman was married elven 
months ago. about one month after she had 
come from France, where all her relatives 
are. Shehad met the man who killed her 
in France, and ran across him accidentally 
im this city shortly after her marriage to 
Fournier. They were devotedly attached 
each other, so much so that her husband 
protested. In order to break off the attach- 
ment he suggested that she sail with bim for 
France next saturday on a visit to her 
mother. 

dhe agreed at first,and then demurred. 
De Marcus and she evidently planned to die 
after this, for on Monday afternoon she 
dressed herself with great care and told a 
neighbor that she was going out either to be 
Killed or to Kill herself. She met De Marcus, 
and they spent the day in Central Park and 
prepared for the shooting. which was done 
some time before dawn of Tuesday.

Was in English. The latter was addressed 
to Marcus mother, and had been signed by 
Juliette and Julias. 

The following letter was addressed to the 
authorities of the City of New York, and was 
Gated Aug. 2, 1894:

Speaking of the eommittee to-day, Senator 
Vilas, ite Chairman, said that when it was 
called into existence there was a general 
feeling about the Senate that, owing to the 
pressure of the times and the persistence of 
the industrials, it would become necessary to 
tormulate some measure that would in some 
way meet the conditions which seemed to 
exist.

It was 
not authorized to ‘invest e’ the public 
distress at all, but merely fo receive memo- 
rieis and petitions on the subject and to con- 
Sider the question of legislation. Mr. Swift 
presented a written document and Mr. Elara 

ade a lengthy speech to us, while Presicent 

tofthe Bimetallic League sent us a long 
letter. Beyond these we have received 
nothing whatever. 

Some people obtained the impression that 
the committee woula attempt to right the 
private wrongs of individuals arising from 
whatever cause.
